Survey reveals 
attendance records 
for city officials

It takes more to be an effective public 
servant 
than just 
showing 
up 
for 
meetings Probably all of the members 
of 
Lompoc's 
official 
boards 
and 
commissions will tell you that 
But many of them would probably add 
that the efficiency of an elected or 
appointed panelist at doing his or her job 
for the people tends to sputter as 
absences from official meetings pile up. 
Just being there doesn t guarantee 
anything But it's a start 
Very 
few aspects of a person’s 
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performance m public office are as 
objective 
and 
measurable 
as 
attendance, which is taken whenever a 
quorum of the members of an official 
panel is present It is included in the 
formal 
minutes, 
which 
are 
public 
records. 
The 
Record 
compiled 
attendance 
figures from the official minutes of 
seven local governmental boards and 
commissions, three elected and four 
with appointed members, from 1970, and 
in one case from 1969, to the present. 
The study showed that over this period 
attendance was highest on the Lompoc 
City Council and that the two council 
members with the best attendance 
records 
were current 
Mayor 
EC. 
Stevens and Councilwoman Charlotte 
Benton. 
Other 
leaders 
emerged. 
William 
Paulin ran up the lowest no show 
average over the almost four years that 
attendance 
on 
the 
city 
Planning 
Commission was surveyed 
On the 
Board of Trustees of the Lompoc 
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Unified School District, Trustee Karl 
Braun came out tops in attendance over 
a comparatively long period of service. 
Former 
panel 
chairman 
Larry 
Flinkingshelt ran up far and away the 
steadiest attendance mark on the city’s 
Parks and Recreation Commission over 
the years. Chairman Julia Sand’s record 
on the city Beautification Commission 
glowed from the record ledgers. 
Three of the City Council's present 
membership of four have absentee 
percentages of under 10 per cent. The 
lowest of these belongs to Stevens, who 
was absent only four per cent of the time 
over a period of 160 meetings 
since 
joining the board in April, 1970. This 
amounts to missing seven meetings 
Councilwoman Benton was in office 
during 94 meetings in the recorded 
period and missed four for the same four 
per cent absentee figure. 
Councilman Emil Scolari, who is also 
a long time member of the city Water 
Commission, missed eight of 89 council 
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counciimembers’ 
tardiness 
in 
the 
official minutes. Scott was jotted down 
for 15 late arrivals, Stevens two and the 
rest none since March, 1970. 
Only one of the current members of 
the Board of Trustees of the Lompoc 
Unified School District scored a long 
term absentee percentage under 10 This 
was Karl Braun, who has served since 
early July, 1971, and been in office 
during 73 meetings, of which he has 
missed three. Braun has been absent 
from board sessions a lowly four per 
cent of the time 
Trustees 
Archie 
Nogle 
and John 
Beattie have both served longer periods 
on the school board than Braun — 124 
meetings each — but both have poorer 
attendance records. Minutes show Nogle 
absent 15 per cent of the time (19 
absences) and Beattie 12 per cent (15 
absences). 
Relative newcomers Richard Jacoby 
and Gail Steiger have missed three of 28 
meetings each for approximately nine 
per cent absentee figures, though their 
term of service has been too short to 
establish long term attendance trends 
Not long ago, the education panel 
might have won the attendance derby. 
Former trustees Marge Thomas and 
DeWayne Holmdahl both emerged with 
miniscule three per cent absentee rates 
since Jan., 1969. 
One factor that may or may not affect 
the comparison between City Council 
and school board attendance is the way 
members of each board are paid City 
Council members are paid $150 per 
month whether they attend meetings or 
not. School district trustees are paid $30 
per meeting not to exceed $200 per 
month, but only if they attend the 
meetings. 
In this light it is interesting to note 
that five formal City Council meetings 
since March, 1970 have had to be called 
off because not enough council members 
showed up to comprise a working 
quorum. Records indicate this has never 
happened to any school board meeting 
after Jan., 1969 
Of the five present members of the 
Lompoc District Hospital Board, the 
steadiest 
in 
attendance 
is 
Frank 
Signorelli, who hasn’t been absent yet, 
records indicate. The member least in 
attendance has been Joe Machado. 
Both men’s service time is short and 
th eir 
absentee 
averages 
are 
consequently 
tentative. 
Signorelli’s 
never missing one of the 27 meetings 
while he’s been on the board gives him a 
perfect record. Machado has missed 10 
of 23 meetings for a full 43 per cent 
absentee rating. 
Older hands have logged more solid 
records on the hospital board. Donald 
Cameron, 
who 
is 
not 
running for 
reelection to the panel, has missed four 
of 70 sessions for a 5 per cent absent 
mark 
Harold 
Thompson 
has 
been 
absent for one of 49 meetings for a two 
per cent absentee factor. 
Ray Down, the youngest on the board, 
has not appeared for four of 20 meetings. 
Unlike City Council and school board 
meetings, which are customarily called 
twice 
each 
month, 
hospital 
board 
sessions are called once a month or less 
frequently.

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Dean tells of discrepancy 


in tapes, recollections 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - John W 
Dean III testified today that three White 
House tapes of his 
meetings with 
President Richard M 
Nixon in late 
February and early March, 1973, do not 
correspond with his own recollections 
The former White House counsel said 
that there was a great deal of "overlap" 
and a number of discrepancies between 
his recollections and what he actually 
heard on the tapes of his meetings with 
Nixon on Feb 27 and 28, and March 13, 
1973 
He did not say he believed the tapes 
had been edited, but he implied that his 
own recollections were correct. 
Dean said the Feb 
27 tape was 
missing several items which he recalled 
discussing with Nixon and which he 
recounted during hearings by the Senate 
Watergate committee 
He said the missing items were: 
—He was told to report directly to 
Nixon on all Watergate matters. 
—Nixon told him 
Watergate was 
consuming too much of the time of 
White House aides H R. Haldeman and 
John 
D. 
Ehrlichman, 
whom 
the 
president described as "principals in 
this matter.” 
— Nixon 
said 
that 
Watergate 
committee member Sen. Edward J. 
Gurney, R-Fla , would be friendly to the 
White House 
"On that particular tape I could not 
say that that is the way I recall the 
totality of the conversation," Dean said. 
Under 
cross-exam ination 
by 
Haldeman’s attorney, John J. Wilson, 
Dean also said that his recollections 
overlap into a March 1 meeting with 
Nixon. But the prosecution has no tape 
of the March 1 meeting and he did not 
elaborate 
Dean said he told Assistant Special 
Prosecutor 
James 
Neal 
about 
the 
differences between the tapes and his 
recollections. Neal said that since Dean 
could not vouch for the accuracy of the 
tapes, they would not be admitted into 
evidence in the Watergate cover-up 
trial. 
The discussion of the discrepancies 
took place after the jury was ushered 
out of the courtroom. It prompted a 
heated exchange between all lawyers 
and Judge John J. Sirica. 
Sirica then decided that the jury 
should hear the tapes and decide for 
itself what is true.

The official, Paul Burnum, head of 
employe relations, said the company 
had offered a $1 million salary package 
increase over a three-year period to an 
estimated 500 employes represented by 
the International Chemical Workers 
Union, Local 146. 
‘‘Things are moving normally in the 
negotiations, progress is being made,” 
Burnum 
said. 
‘‘We 
have 
every 
expectation of reaching an agreement 
with the union committee by Thursday 
midnight.” Union officials were not 
immediately available for comment. 
Asked if the negotiations included 
consideration of union charges that the 
company was trying to rewrite the 
contract to abridge previous gains made 
by 
the 
workers, 
Burnum 
replied: 
"Yes.” 
He 
declined 
to 
elaborate 
further. 
Last week the union charged that the 
company 
was 
proposing 
about 
50 
changes in the language and content of 
the current contract under the guise of 
making the document easier for the 
average worker to comprehend 
Burnum declined to discuss the issues 
last week, but did say wages were a key 
factor in the negotiations. 


Greek chief exiled 


ATHENS 
(UPI) — Greece's new 
civilian regime announced today that 
former dictator George Papadopoulos 
and four of his closest junta associates 
have been exiled to an island in the 
Aegean Sea for plotting to overthrow the 
government. 
Minister of Public Order Solon Ghikas 
said the deportation "served justice in 
punishing the main culprits" responsible 
for seven years of military rule in 
Greece." He said the action made it 
"impossible for them to leave the 
country."

Neighborhood irate over city 
tree planting on front lawns

In 
this ecology-minded 
age 
with 
popular sayings like “If you dig the 
earth, plant a tree,” a group of irate 
residents on West Hickory Avenue still 
hate the trees the City of Lompoc has 
planted this week on their front lawns 
The trees are ruining the landscape 
and the city council will soon hear about 
it, they say. 
Mrs. Pauline Kracke, who lives at the 
comer of W. Hickory and South U St., 
will get up and say she already had five 
trees planted in her front lawn. Why 
does she have to have two more? Just 
because her house sits on a comer? 
Really, she is up to here in trees. 
And Mrs. Cecila Frankhouser down 
the street, is burned The city street tree 
crew cut a big whole in her beautiful 
sodded lawn, which cost her 27 cents a 
square foot. 
It was the husband of Linda Hopkins, 
1312 W. Hickory Ave., who caused the 
street tree crew to call the police. He 
refused to move his car, parked on his 
front lawn, where an unwanted tree 
could be planted 
Mrs. Hopkins called the Record about 
the controversy and maybe she will tell 
the home-owners side of it to the city 
council. 
She recounted that about Oct. 10 
someone from the city stopped by and 
asked if she wanted a tree planted in 
front of her lawn. (The homes on West 
Hickory Avenue were built without 


parkways. ) 
The man said that the builder of her 
home and all the others on the street had 
paid for the trees and installation as per 
a city subdivision ordinance, so the tree 
is free. 
She said no. She likes her front yard 
just as it is. And according to Mrs 
Hopkins about 12 to 15 of the 35 home 
owners on the block said the same thing. 
"Then the next thing we know they 
started plowing up our lawns,” she 
huffed. 


The planting began a week ago today 
and when the residents objected they 
were told to call Barry Gustafson of the 
public works department which controls 
the street tree crew. Or, if he is out, call 
the city attorney or city administrator. 
"But they were all conveniently out of 
town,” she noted and added, "Whether 
they really are I don’t know.” 


Mrs. Hopkins said the residents were 
told something besides. 
When they 
inquired what would happen if the trees 
"mysteriously” died, they were told by 
the street tree crew that the soil would 
be tested to see if the home owners 
poisoned the tree. And something would 
be done about it. 
They were also told if residents 
trimmed the trees they would be fined 
$25 and if a tree is damaged someone 
would be fined $25 plus the cost of a new 
tree and its installation. 
The way Mrs. Hopkins and others 
figure it, the last city council meeting 


was held before the planting started and 
the next one is planned after the trees 
are planted and the city planted the 
trees “so we could have no say.” 
The irate West Hickory residents are 
irate for another reason. Nowhere in 
their deeds and other documents does it 
say a tree has to be planted in their front 
lawns Moreover, nowhere does it say 
the city of Lompoc has an easement to 
the front of their property line. 


According to a spokesman in the 
public works department, the main 
officials of city hall are now in Los 
Angeles, 
attending 
a 
League 
of 
California Cities convention. But the 
department 
is 
listening 
to 
the 
complaints of West Hickory residents 
and are telling them to call back today 
or 
tomorrow 
when 
Gustafson 
is 
scheduled to return. 


For the time being, the spokesman is 
telling 
residents 
that 
the 
city 
is 
obligated to plant the trees because the 
builder paid for them. Also, the trees 
are not planted on private property; the 
city has a four foot right of way starting 
from their side of the sidewalk 
The city spokesman told the Record 
that he "assumed” that the city will 
shortly send letters to the residents, 
recommending they attend the next city 
council meeting on Nov. 6 to air their 
complaints.

Wegner replacement procedure

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District yesterday made it official: they 
will call upon school employes and the 
community at large for assistance in 
helping them find a successor to Supt. 
Glen Wegner. 
Wegner is retiring at the end of the 
school year in June. The board hopes to 
wind up the recruitment process and 
have a new superintendent hired by Jan. 
28,1975. 
The trustees met privately yesterday 
with Dr. James F. Cowan, consultant 
who was hired to aid in finding a 
successor, 
and 
then 
made 
these 
decisions: Approved Cowan’s proposal 
for a university staff member and a 
superintendent 
of 
a 
unified school 
district 
to 
serve 
with 
him as 
a 
professional committee for preliminary 
evaluation 
of 
candidates. 
The 
committee will select a number of 
candidates — probably seven to 10 — 
judged to be most eligible and submit 
their names to the board for in-person 
interviews 
And 
also approved the 
selection of a committee of local 
persons to be on hand during the initial 
interviews and 
add 
their 
input 
in 
writing. The latter committee on the 


motion of Richard K. Jacoby will be 
composed of a teacher, a classified 
employe, 
an 
administrator 
and 
a 
member of the community at large. 
A moderate amount of discussion 
developed on the composition of the 
latter committee and particularly on the 
question of how and from what political 
area the teacher was to be selected. 
Carol Linger, president of Lompoc 
Education 
Association, 
LEA, 
and 
Norman Larson, president of Lompoc 
Federation 
of 
Teachers, 
LFT, 
participated. 
In the end, details of the selection 
processes were deferred 
In other agenda business the trustees 
took the following action: 
—Agreed to look into Richard Harris’ 
appeal 
for 
the 
inclusion 
of 
more 
nutritious foods in campus vending 
machines. Harris told the trustees that 
he knew of instances where children 
have functioned below their capacity 
because they lacked good food. "The 
stuff I ’ve seen in vending machines is 
atrocious,” he declared and then added: 
"A lot of kids are turned on to nutritious 
foods.” He cited “beef jerky and turkey 
jerky” as nutritious foods that had wide 
appeal among the young. 
Assistant Supt. Mel Wilde told Harris 


that 
student 
body 
organizations 
operated 
snack 
bars 
in

secondary schools and indicated the 
students selected the food items. Later 
he recalled that the high schools once 
had orange and apple vending machines, 
but that they were phased out for some 
reason Trustee Gail Steiger said she’d

Wegner said he would see that the 
reports were forthcoming. 
—Praised efforts of Wilde who is

However, the programs or 
classes will not replace or duplicate 
classes already under way in various 
school or college districts.

A panel member who is 
absent 25 per cent of the time is

a recorded nine of them for a 16 
percent rating 
The 
City 
Parks 
and 
Recreation Commission lacks 
the prestige of the planning 
board 
and 
also 
its 
high 
absenteeism . 
L a rry 
Flinkingshelt, chairman of the 
panel for a number of years, 
has missed five of 74 meetings 
of the panel since July, 1970 for 
a leading six per cent absentee 
rate 
Present 
Chairman 
Joe 
Valencia 
and 
parks 
and 
recreation 
veteran 
Mike 
Siminski have racked up no- 
show percentages of 16 apiece, 
each leaving empty seats in 12 
of 74 meetings. Over the last 42 
meetings, 
Commissioner 
Leonard 
Akronowitz 
has 
missed eight, for a 19 per cent 
absent rate. Newcomer George 
Johnson has missed two of 21 
sessions for a nine per cent 
mark. 
Official minutes of the city 
Beautification 
Commission 
were unearthed back only to 
Dec. 1971 because earlier panel 
records had been consigned to 
a dusty attic and forgotten 
about. The available records 
gives Chairperson Julia Sand a 
leading eight per cent absentee 
rate after missing four of 47 
sessions. The panel’s most 
absent member over the last 47 
sessions 
was Dr. 
Blake 
Jamison, who never appeared 
for 19 meetings to establish a 40 
per cent absentee mark 
Com m issioner 
D avid 
Schwark missed nine of the 47 
‘for a 19 per cent average. Two 
commission newcomers, Jim 
Magnuson 
and 
Stephanie 
Bullock, have missed two and 
three 
sessions respectively 
over periods of 14 and 10 
meetings respectively. 
M em bers 
of 
city 
commissions are not salaried 
and receive no compensation 
other than occasional expenses 
and 
travel 
money 
for 
conferences or conventions in 
their respective fields. William 
Paulin, for example, this week 
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attended 
the 
League 
of 
California Cities conference as 
an annual instructional outing 
When he returns, his bill is 
estimated to approach $250. 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Com m issioners 
avail 
themselves of similar annual 
sojourns 
at 
comparable 
expense. 
H isto rically, 
Beautification 
Commission 
members have taken fewer 
city paid excursions. 
Last of all considered was 
the city Water Commission, 
established in November, 1970 
The panel has been fraught 
with poor attendance in the 
past Over an early 13 meeting 
tenure, former Commissioner 
Bill Hansen logged an 84 per 
cent absentee rate and over a 
nine meeting period former 
member 
Cliff 
Taylor 
was 
absent 44 per cent of the time, 
for example. 
Emil Scolari, whose record 
on 
the 
board 
has 
been 
discussed, 
remains 
the 
member most likely not to be 
there. A second old timer, 
Commissioner Joe Mixsell, has 
missed five of 28 sessions for a 
17 per cent absentee factor. 
Three newer members may 
promise to infuse the water 
panel with 'steadier spirit. They 
are Jack 
Myers, 
who has 
missed three of 15 sessions; Ed 
Diaz, who has missed two of 
15; and J. Dene Debolt, who 
has been present for all of the 
15 meetings of the trio’s tenure 
Absences 
from 
official 
boards and commissions occur 
for 
a 
variety of 
reasons, 
reasons which official minutes 
rarely reflect. No attempt has 
been made here to seek these 
reasons out and present them 
because of the massiveness and 
subjectivity of the task. 
In the tabulations, meetings 
called off due to a lack of a 
quorum 
were 
not 
counted 
unless the minutes specified 
who showed up and who didn't. 
A meeting was considered any 
occasion when a quorum of the 
panel was assembled or called 
together.

Simon says 
depression 
talk hurts 


LOS AN G ELES (UPI) - 
Talk 
of the United States 
entering another depression is 
dangerous because it encour­ 
ages remedies that aggravate 
the real problem — inflation — 
Treasury Secretary William E 
Simon said Tuesday. 
“Granted that the economy 
has its weak spots, let me re­ 
emphasize, however, that we 
are not headed for a depres­ 
sion,” Simon told a meeting of 
the Electronics Industries As­ 
sociation. 
“This point is extremely 
important, not simply to allay 
fears but to steer us away from 
the dangerous opinion that our 
first job is to stimulate the 
economy,” he said. 
“Our No 1 battle is against 
inflation,” and to switch from 
anti-inflationary 
hold-down 
measures to the stimulation 
needed to combat a recession 
would be destructive, he said. 


Republicans, according to fig 
ures from the citizens action 
group, Common Cause.

New opportunities 
Big year for girls 
in Valley sports

It was the middle of the freshman 
water polo team’s practice at Lompoc 
High 
Nancy Arnold and Beverly Lake, 
climbing out of the pool, seemed 
genuinely 
surprised 
and 
a 
little 
embarrassed 
that anybody from a 
newspaper would want to talk to them 
There 
is 
nothing 
athletically 
extraordinary about either Arnold or 
Lake Except that they are girls playing 
a sport that, prior to this season, has 
never allowed girls to do more than 
wave pom pons. 
Nancy is a first-stringer on the team. 
Her parents were initially against her 
participation in polo, but now they 
attend all the freshman games. The 
teammates of the two girls seem to 
accept them as water polo players. 
The fact that no big deal has been 
made of Lake and Arnold, or any of the 
girls who compete on polo teams at 
Arroyo Grande, Santa Maria or San Luis 
Obispo, 
is an encouraging sign to 
advocates of competitive sports for 
girls. 
It's not glaringly evident yet, but this 
is a year of big change for girls in terms 
of interscholastic athletic opportunity, 
in the CIF and in the Lompoc Valley 
First of all, the C IF has ruled that 
girls, if otherwise qualified, may npt be 
barred 
from 
competing in 
any 
interscholastic 
sport 
That decision 
paved the way for people like Lake and 
Arnold 
(The 
C IF 
has 
created a 
Girls 
Interscholastic 
Athletic 
Program, 
which 279 out of 336 possible schools 
have voluntarily joined. > 
More 
importantly, 
the Lompoc 
Unified School District has adopted 
recommendations from a local citizen's 
committee 
that will, 
among other 
benefits, create interscholastic teams 
for Valley high school girls in three new 
sports this year (basketball, softball. 


gymnastics) 
and 
one 
next 
year 
(volleyball). 
Thus, 
the 
athletic 
opportunity for local girls has more than 
doubled since last year 
Reports from Cabrillo and Lompoc 
indicate that the girls are ready to play. 
About 180 girls from Lompoc High 
recently 
took physicals as a pre­ 
requisite for competition The highest 
interest was in swimming and track, 
sports 
previously 
offered, 
and 
in 
softball 
At Cabrillo about 
100 girls took 
physicals and nearly half of them 
expressed an interest in basketball. 
“ The girls are more enthusiastic this 
year,’’ reports Gail Porr, a physical 
education instructor at Lompoc “ For 
years and years they’ve been asking, 
Why can’t the girls have this,’ or ‘Why 
can’t we do that.’ They’re super glad to 
have a chance to play these new sports.’’ 
Bad feelings toward these new girls’ 
sports should be at a minimum, since 
'the new programs will necessitate little 
or no cutback in the boys’ programs. 
“ I think the guys are kind of anxious to 
see what we can do," Porr said “ I think 
they’re going to enjoy it once they see 
what the girls can do in these sports. ” 
Separate but equal programs for boys 
and girls is the generally recognized 
ideal Most girls just can’t compete with 
boys on an equal basis, especially in 
contact sports like football and water 
polo. 
Nancy Arnold and Beverly Lake, for 
instance, don’t plan to play varsity polo. 
“ I think it’ll get too rough on varsity,’’ 
says Arnold “ They hit.” 
But both say they’ll play JV polo 
through their junior year, and also 
compete on the girls’ swim team 
Why didn’t more girls try out for polo? 
“ Most of them were afraid or self- 
concious,” guesses Beverly. 
“ They might try out next year,” adds 
Nancy. “ They’d enjoy it." 
And that’s the name of the game.

Russia gets 


’80 Olympics 


VIENNA (UP1) — The International Olympic Committee today awarded 
the 1980 summer Olympics to Moscow, marking the first time the games will 
be staged in a Communist country, and awarded the Winter Games to Lake 
Placid, N.Y., the only candidate. 
The losing bidder for the Summer Games was Los Angeles. 
Lord Killanin, the IOC president, announced the decision on the third day of 
the 75th IOC Congress in the Vienna town hall. He said the vote was secret and 
no figures would be announced. 
“ The vote was taken secretly and will not be disclosed,” said IOC Director 
Monique Berlioux. She denied a statement by the successful Russian delegates 
that they had received 61 of the 64 votes cast. 
As the Russian delegates cheered the decision, Los Angeles Mayor Tom 
Bradley said he was disappointed. “ But there can only be one winner and we 
think we were given a fair hearing,” he said. 
State Senator Ron Stafford of New York said Lake Placid was delighted at 
the news. He said the 1980 Winter Games would be small and friendly. 
Moscow was always a clear favorite to get the Games, according to many 
IOC members They pointed out that the Soviet capital only just lost to 
Montreal for the right to stage the 1976 Games and that no city in a Communist 
country had yet hosted the Games. 
Lake Placid was also a clear choice after the Canadian resort of Vancouver- 
Garibaldi had pulled out of the running earlier this month for financial 
reasons. Lake Placid will be staging the Games for the second time. It hosted 
them first in 1932. 
Greshko said “ our government will guarantee freedom of movement and 
will make great efforts to facilitate entry into our country for Olympic visi­ 
tors.”

NEW YORK (U P I) - The first trade 
of $100,000 players on a straight-up basis 
became history Tuesday when San 
Francisco Giants' right fielder Bobby 
Bonds was traded to the New York 
Yankees for right fielder Bobby Murcer. 
The Giants and Yankees each had 
their reasons for swapping the two 28- 
year-old outfielders. 
“ Why not Bobby Bonds?” said Yankee 
mentor Bill Virdon from his Springfield, 
Mo home “ Physically he’s a complete 
player. He’s got a good arm and he can 
do it all. Along with everything else, he’s 
a good defensive player. 
“ There’s nothing I can see that he 
can’t do.” 
Virdon listed three reasons for the 
trade: 
“ One, Bonds will steal more bases 
(than Murcer), two, he’ll hit more 
homers and three, he's a righthanded 
hitter. We need to change our club 
around from lefthanded to righthanded 
hitters.” 
“ I ’m very happy to be going to the 
Yankees,” said Bonds. “ But I thought 
they wanted pitching. I would have pre­ 
ferred to stay in California with the 
Angels or someone but I ’m happy to be 
going to the Yankees.” 
Virdon’s counterpart, Giants Manager 
Wes Westrum, made San Francisco’s 
case for acquiring Murcer. 
“ I scouted Murcer for two years,” 
said Westrum 
“ He’s a good, solid 
player—in fact, he hits lefthanders real 
well We needed a little more lefthanded 
hitting Believe me, I hated to let Bobby 
go; he’s got a lot of talent. But we 
needed power from the left side—we’re 
too righthanded. 
Westrum said Murcer would continue 
to play in right field. "H e’s got a good 
arm, a good right field arm,” Westrum 
said. “ I ’ll have another right fielder 
—Gary Thomasson—and Garry Maddox 
in center.”

Oil spill 
projections 
released 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
government study says that 
leasing 10 million acres off­ 
shore for oil and gas production 
could mean the spillage of as 
much as 8,500 barrels a year, 
and that oil spills are the worst 
that could happen to the area 


The Bureau of Land Manage­ 
ment released a 
1,300-page 
environmental impact study on 
the 
Interior 
Department’s 
intention to lease tracts on the 
Outer 
Continental 
Shelf 
in 
order to get between 10 and 15 
billion barrels of oil in the next 
20 years for an energy-starved 
economy 
The bureau said such a plan 
was 
an 
“ irreversible 
and 
irretrievable commitment of 
resources. A more dramatic 
crisis of energy supply may 
occur in the longer term 
unless other sources and forms 
of energy can be found 


“ It is also obvious that the 
opening of frontier areas to oil 
drilling introduces the risk of 
oil spill incidents where no risk 
existed previously,” the state­ 
ment said. 
The study although predic­ 
tions are difficult, it made a 
comparison with oil leases in 
the Gulf of Mexico. Between 
the first oil and gas lease Oct. 
13, 1954, off Louisiana and 1970, 
7.2 million acres have been 
leased In the last three years 
1.9 million acres were leased 
and oil production from the 
wells was 1.1 million barrels a 
day. 


“ Effects would be generally 
less than those observed in the 
Gulf of Mexico aside from 
catastrophic localized spills,” 
the statement said.

Noon Proposition 17 


Proposition 17 on the 
November 5 ballot, an 
initiative measure, appears to 
be the most controversial 
decision facing voters in all of 
the 17 propositions. 
Technically, if approved, a 
portion of the Stanislaus 
River, south and east of 
Stockton, would be put under 
the provisions of the 
California Wild and Scenic 
Rivers Act. By so doing, it 
would give a signal to the 
federal government to halt 
construction of a multi­ 
million federal dam project, 
called the Melones Dam. 
What appears to be the chief 
goal behind the initiative is to 
preserve a nine-mile stretch 
of whitewater. The principal 
beneficiaries of this stretch of 
water are rafting companies 
and rafting enthusiasts. In 
1973, the whitewater was used 
by 15,500 customers of a dozen 
c o m m e r c ia l 
rafting 
companies and 7,700 private 
individuals on rafts and 
kayaks. 
The Stanislaus River is not, 
in the same sense, a “ wild” 
river. It already has 11 
existing irrigation or power 
diversion dams on it. The 
river is “ wild” only in the 
sense that it tends to flood 
disastrously in the spring 
runoff and almost runs dry in 
the summer when virtually 


the entire flow is diverted to 
irrigation. 
The voter must consider 
these facts in comparison to 
saving the whitewater for the 
rafting 
and 
kayak 
enthusiasts: 
Melones Dam is one of a few 
economically 
feasible 
hydroelectric power sites left 
in California. It will produce 
pollution-free 
430,000,000 
kilowatt hours of electricity, 
comparable to the burning of 
30,000,000 gallons of costly and 
scarce oil. 
Existing facilities on the 
Stanislaus, including the 
whitewater, can provide a 
maximum of 80,000 visitor 
days of recreation per year. 
With the dam fully developed, 
this would increase to an 
ultimate of 4,000,000 visitor 
days annually. 
The project would develop 
55 miles of downstream 
recreation through a series of 
water-oriented parks and 
provide much more public 
access to the river. 
Enhancement of the salmon 
and steelhead fishery and 
restoration of their spawning 
grounds will result from a 
steady and constant year- 
around flow of fresh water 
downstream from the dam. 
Power generation and 
recreation benefits, however, 
actually are bonuses. The

advertisement instructed the delegates 
to vote for Rockefeller — or else. "We 
take this opportunity to advise you that 
candidates with records such as Richard 
Nixon and Ronald Reagan are not 
acceptable to black Americans ’’ 


The chairman of the list of 76 Negro 
signers was the late Mr Louis Lomax, 
the Los Angeles writer, and among the 
76 were the names of very prominent 
black citizens, for instance Charles 
Evers, Marian Anderson, Louis 
Armstrong. Cab Calloway, and Lionel 
Hampton — some of whom would in due 
course become Nixon enthusiasts, none 
of whom was given lightly to implying 
that other Americans are racist, that 
being the clear implication of the 


advertisement concerning Nixon and 
Reagan 
Now someone asked me, at a public 
situation in Miami, to comment on the 
ad I said it was reprehensible, and that 
it was. on the face of it, a Rockefeller 
operation, undoubtedly paid for by 
Rockefeller headquarters 
That 
afternoon, a journalist reported my 
observation to Governor Rockefeller at 
a press conference. "Is that true," the 
reporter asked, that the ad was a 
Rockefeller operation? 
"No," said the Governor. "It isn’t 
true " Whereupon he added, genially, 
"You have to understand that Mr. 
Buckley fell off a boat a couple of days 
ago" Everybody laughed, myself 
included when I saw it on television, but 
as my laughter died down I beamed at 
the set. "You’ll be sorry, Governor " 
A week or so later, my office 
telephoned the Miami Herald We were 
put on to a Mr Bob Govin, who handled 
the Citizens of Black America ad. He 
advised us that at the very last minute 
before the deadline, a woman named 
Evelyne Cunningham had come to the 
offices of the Herald, cash in hand, with 
copy of the Black America ad, which the 
Herald routinely accepted, 


But, he said, he was very sorry he had 
done so. 


Why, we asked0 
Because, he said, he had received 
somewhere between 30 and 50 letters 
from people whose names had been 
listed as signers, protesting that they 
had never given their permission to 
appear in the ad Who, for instance? 
Well, he couldn't remember them all, 
but he could offhand remember that he 
heard from Charles Evers, Lionel 
Hampton, Marian Anderson, and Louis 


Armstrong, who had emphatically 
disavowed the ad 
Who was Miss Cunningham, we 
perservered0 
Don't know. Mr Govin said All he got 
from her by way of address was Hotel 
Lucerne, Miami Beach, and, her 
permanent address as 4919 16th Street, 
N W., Washington. D.C. 
I found that address listed in the 
Washington phone book as belonging to 
one Barrington D. Parker who, — what 
do you know? — turned out to be one of 
the three delegates from D C pledged to 
Rockefeller. On a hunch, we then called 
Rockefeller-for-President 
Headquarters, which was winding up its 
affairs, and brashly asked to speak to 
Evelyne Cunningham The answer came 
that Miss Cunningham could be reached 
at — Rockefeller's New York 
gubernatorial office 


I should add that there is no reason 
necessarily to infer from all this that 
Nelson Rockefeller was being 
specifically untruthful The chances are 
very good that he was personally 
unaware of everything his staff was 
doing, even as Nixon was not always 
aware of what C REEP was doing. 
Probably it all evolved from an 
initiative by Jackie Robinson, who was a 
Rockefeller nut — who called Lomax, to 
give the ad a West-Coast feel so as to 
keep it from sounding too obviously like 
a New York Rockefeller operation How 
they got the names, only Lomax knows 
and he's a daid icq): 
presumably 
somebody just made up a list of 
prominent Negroes Then, to attend to 
the mechanics of the ad, it was arranged 
for an efficient young lady to deliver the 
cash. Whose cash0 We’ll leave the 
answer to that question to people who 
have never fallen off a boat.

primary purpose of Melones 
Dam is to provide flood 
protection and a firm supply 
of water for agricultural and 
municipal-industrial 
purposes. 
The Melones Dam project is 
not a project suddenly sprung 
on an unsuspecting public. It 
was requested by the people of 
the congressional districts 
involved 
and 
their 
representatives. As Congress 
has appropriated funds, work 
has been going on for nearly a 
decade. By the end of this 
year some $83 million will 
have been spent. 


The project has overcome 
all of the hurdles and resolved 
various controversies that any 
large project always 
develops. Among these 
hurdles was a law suit to stop 
the project on environmental 
grounds. This law suit lost in 
the courts up to and include 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
because the Melones Dam is 
environmentally sound. 


It is our firm opinion that to 
preserve an unnatural 
whitewater run for the benefit 
of a relatively few is far too 
high a price to pay when one 
considers it will seal the 
environmental doom of the 
large downstream area and 
will deprive so many of long- 
run benefits. 
We urge a no vote on 
Proposition 17.

And now, fertilizer 


High costs, inflation, "stagflation," 
shortages, recession — all are high 
topics of the day. We’re all fighting the 
daily increase in costs of nearly every 
item we need and now we are being 
warned of the seriousness of the 
situation as regards our lawns. 
The U.S. Fertilizer 
Institute 
president 
claims that Ameri­ 
cans may have to get 
along with browner 
lawns next summer so 
their gardens, and 
farm s, can 
be 
greener. 
"If we all have 
browner lawns and 
greener gardens, we’ll 
be a lot better off," he 
claims. 
The whole problem centers around the 
effective use of fertilizer. Put more and 
better use of fertilizer to your home 
gardens and leave the lawns alone. You 
can’t eat the lawn, is the basic message. 
The spokesman says that it is not 
known how much fertilizer annually 
goes to nonfarm uses suqji as greening 
lawns or golf courses, but even if it’s 
just a small amount it would still be 
useful in meeting the farmers’ fertilizer 
demands. 


There is a great shortage of 
production facilities to supply the basic 
nutrients of fertilizer — nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. The Fertilizer 
Institute says that even though fertilizer 
production has increased slightly, 
present facilities will just meet the 1975 
demands 
President Ford’s pledge in his 
economic address to Congress to 
allocate all the fertilizer the farmer 
needs means very little, according to the 
llnstitute, since "it’s very difficult to 
allocate something that isn't there." 


We recall this summer in a visit to our 
in-law’s ranch the problems 
encountered in attempting to locate 
fertilizer for the peach trees. We toured 
practically the entire San Joaquin 
Valley attempting to locate a supply 
that was seriously needed When it was 
finally located, the price almost 
staggered the imagination. 


Green lawns are certainly appreciated 
and nice to look at. They cannot be kept 
green without fertilizer and water as 
even the amateur gardener will state.

To the cleaners 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Thomas 
Kauper tells the story of his wife going 
to the laundry and learning that the 
price of dry cleaning had, overnight, 
gone up steeply. Well, she told the 
operator, "then I ’ll go someplace else." 
Won t do any good, the owner replied 
confidently, "because all the other 
laundries have gone up, too.” 
Kauper is the 
nation’s top cop in 
charge of the Justice 
Department’s anti­ 
trust division, and he 
uses the story of his 
wife to illustrate his 
opinion that millions 
of Americans are to­ 
day being taken to the 
cleaners because of 
large and small price- 
fixing schemes. 
The trouble is, many Americans don’t 
know it, and many others don’t care 
about it, and thus in spite of the recent 
presidential assurance of a “ return to 
vigorous enforcement of antitrust 
laws,’ very little can be immediately 
done to set this most undemocratic 
matter straight. 
Price fixing is an epidemic in the 
nation, Kauper insists, but inflation 
makes it hard to tell. When the economy 
is stable, dealers who conspire to hike 
prices stick out like warts on a long 
neck. But during inflationary periods 
such as now, when everything rises 
every day, antitrust activity is nicely 
camouflaged by circumstances. 
So it is that Kauper’s office estimates 
the American consumer is likely to be 
overcharged some $80 billion this year 
for goods and services purchased in a 
marketplace that is increasingly 
uncompetitive Much of this money 
waste will go for perfectly legal 
monopolistic services, such as regulated 
public utility concerns, but a good part 
will be forfeited to illegal business 
practices, i.e. those that get together to 
set mutually beneficial prices. 
The situation is downright 


unAmerican. Worse, since it hides in the 
inflation it helps promote. Yet. 
unhappily, and again despite President 
Ford’s wrath, there are no quick 
solutions. The laws against price fixing, 
for one thing, are totally ineffective 
when facing large industry. Six months 
I ago the Justice Department filed 
indictments against eight major dye 
making firms, charging they had 
conspired to jack prices by 10 per cent 
or $300 million; if they are convicted the 
maximum judgment against them would 
be $50,000 each — “ almost worth it," as 
one lawyer grumps, "against the $300 
million.” 
As for the small fry price fixers, they 
can be hurt in court but seldom are 
Kauper’s staff, limited in size, 
concentrates on 60-to-80 cases a year, 
mostly big; the little crooks, then, which 
collectively are as dangerous as the big, 
break laws and bank accounts with 
impunity. 
Presumably, consumers could help 
drag the small conspirators to justice. 
But there are risks in citizens acting as 
cops, one being that proving antitrust is 
much more difficult than suspecting 
antitrust. 
"Suppose you have two gas stations 
across from each other," says a trust 
busting attorney, "and one day they both 
raise their prices 5 cents a gallon If one 
guy says he raised first, and the other 
says he followed to protect himself, 
that’s legal. You may know damn well 
they got together and decided to hike 
prices, but unless you can prove it in 
court — which almost means getting an 
admission of guilt from both — you have 
no case to try at all . " 
And even if the legalities of 
prosecution were simpler, Kauper and 
his people feel the price fixing epidemic 
would still flourish "This is probably 
not the kind of thing I'm supposed to 
say," Kauper has confided, “ but I have 
always had a little doubt about how 
committed the general public really is 
to the notion of competition 
Evidence is that fewer and fewer 


people show outrage with price fixing, 
fewer and fewer officials are reluctant 
to grant antitrust exemptions to 
requesting industries — and hardly 
anyone anymore even grumbles at the 
continuing growth of competition - 
killing multinational corporations 
It's hard to figure the public attitude 
here. But perhaps it’s simple 
resignation. At a time when man, 
following Hobbes’ theory, is beginning 
to be wolf to man, people may have 
become too busy trying to survive in the 
market to worry whether it's still free.

Henry Kissinger Is coming 
under increasing criticism. 
The difficulties he is running 
into were spotlighted when 
President Ford judged it nec­ 
e ssa ry to include in his 
speech at the UN assembly on 
Slept. 18 an assurance lo the 
world that "the Secretary of 
State has my full support and 
the, unquestioned backing of 
the A m e r ic a n p e o p le . 
Karely has any head of gov­ 
ernment felt obliged to give 
his own foreign minister such 
a personal endorsement in an 
international forum. 
Mr. Ford’s move followed, 
and was meant to put an end 
to, the circulation of lively 
rumors about his supposed 
d i s e n c h a n t m e n t w it h 
Kissinger. But it did not pre­ 
vent congressional critics in 
Washington from renewing 
their attacks on the Secre­ 
tary of State; nor did it ena­ 
ble Kissinger, when he in 
turn addressed the UN as­ 
sembly on Monday, to get the 
kind of hero's welcome he 
had been given there last 
year. 
The distinctive part of Mr. 
Kissinger’s UN speech was 
his grim warning of the im ­ 
m inent p ro sp ect of the 
p ro life ra tio n of n u c le a r 
arm s. He dw elt on the 
d a n g e rs involved in the 


s p re a d in g of p lu to n iu m 
around the world; but he 
glo ssed over the recent 
Am erican decisions to supply 
plutonium-producing m ateri­ 
al to Israel and Egypt and to 
go on supplying it to India, al­ 
th o ug h these c o u n t r ie s ’ 
nuclear activities are not 
safeguarded in accordance 
with the terms of the non­ 
proliferation treaty. 
This was just the kind of 
thing that has led some of 
Kissinger's domestic critics 
to accuse him of habitual dis- 
in g e n u o u s n e s s o r e v e n 
duplicity. 
Indeed, criticism is now 
p ounding K issin g e r from 
many sides. American sup­ 
porters of Israel, both Jewish 
and gentile, are suspicious 
that he may still intend to put 
more pressure on Israel than 
its Am erican friends would 
stand for. 
His less than impressive 
performance in the Cyprus 
crisis has robbed him of his 
reputation for working diplo­ 
matic m iracles, and both 
houses of Congress have now 
dealt him a sharp rebuff by 
voting, despite all his pleas, 
for a suspension of military 
aid to Turkey. 
M oralists who cling to the 
venerable idea that a coun­ 
try’s foreign policy ought to 
be based on some sort of prin­ 
ciple are offended by his ten­ 
dency to proclaim the merits

of hard-nosed realism and 
even of opportunism. But in 
his pursuit of detente he has 
increasingly come under fire 
not only from those who think 
him unprincipled but also 
from such assuredly hard- 
nosed congressional leaders 
as Sen. Henry Jackson, who 
fear that K issinger’s eager­ 
ness to show quick results 
may enable the Russians to 
lead him by the nose into 
d a n g e r o u s ly in e q u ita b le 
trade or arm s control deals. 
Meanwhile K issin ger has 
been branded with at least a 
share of responsibility for an­ 
other newly exposed and 
very unhappy affair, the 
clandestine Am erican cam ­ 
paign to support the opposi­ 
tion to Allende’s government 
in Chile. And here he is being 
made to appear clumsy and 
possibly untruthful as well as 
furtive. 
Recently he had a heavy 
day with the Senate’s Foreign 
Relations Committee, with its 
Democratic caucus, and at a 
briefing session with both 
houses’ party leaders. On the 
sam e Jay the New Y o rk 
Tim es obtained from “ in­ 
telligence sources" a detailed 
allegation that the greater 
part of the large funds spent 
in Chile in 1972 and 1973 by 
the C e n tra l In t e llig e n c e 
Agency was used to finance 
the shopkeepers, taxi drivers 
and truck d r iv e r s w hose 


strikes were disrupting the 
economy. 
K issinger, however, a p ­ 
parently told the Senate com ­ 
mittee and the party leaders 
that the C IA ’s only role in 
Chile had been to sustain the 
opposition press and parties 
— which did indeed keep 
going throughout the Allende 
years; they have been sup­ 
pressed only since the armed 
forces killed the president 
and took over. 
K is s in g e r ’s v e rsio n has 
found little credence, partly 
because it is hardly compati­ 
ble w ith the d isc la im e rs 
about C IA involvem ent in 
Chile that he gave last year. 
Those m em bers of C on­ 
gress who are entitled to be 
informed about clandestine 
actions of this kind are now 
com plaining that they were 
d e lib e ra te ly m isled; and 
other critics are pointing out 
that the biggest flaw in the 
p h ilo so p h y of u n d ilu te d 
R e a lp o iitik is that each 
dam ning revelation about 
covert operations opens up a 
n e w c r e d i b i l i t y g a p . 
Kissinger might, for instance, 
be less bothered now by 
allegations about Am erican 
responsibility for setting off 
the Cyprus crisis if there was 
less evidence of Am erican re­ 
sponsibility for financing the 
op p osition to A lle n d e in 
Chile.

France: between doomsday 
and nation of paradise 


P A R IS - (LENS) - Is 
France in fearful economic 
trouble’’ And are the French 
a 
nation of sheep? The 
answer to both questions is 
no. But this past week several 
politicians and large num ­ 
b e rs of jo u rn a lists h ave 
decided the opposite. 


From all sides President 
Giscard d’Estaing has been 
adjured to “tell the truth to 
the nation , as if the nation 
were incapable of forming an 
opinion for itself and corres­ 
pondingly capable of being 
instantly reassured by yet all­ 
ot h e r p r e s i d e n t i a l a p ­ 
pearance on television. 
And the truth that is being 
dem anded is that France 
hovers on the edge of the 
abyss, from which only an an­ 
nouncement of blood, sweat 
and tears can pull it back. 
The facts are that France 
does indeed have roaring in­ 
flation and a trade deficit of 
some $5 billion this year. But 
it also has surprisingly heal­ 
thy economic growth which 
the finance minister credibly 
expects to continue, if at a 


slightly slow er rate, next 


year. Gloomy this may be but 
it is not the severe slope fac­ 
ing, say, the British. 
What has really changed is 
the climate. The bourse has 
collapsed. There has been 
talk, until 
the c a b i n et 
d e c i d e d a g a i n s t 
it on 
W ednesday, of ra tio n in g 
gasoline, heating is already 
reduced, and the days are un­ 
seasonably cold. 
Above all, there is infla­ 
tion, and here the finance 
m iniste r, M. J e a n -P ie rre 
Fourcade, is not in the least 
credible. Nobody believes his 
prediction that this year’s 15 
per cent or so can oe cut next 
year to 8 per cent; too many 
sim ilar fantasies have been 
delivered bv his predecessor, 
G isca rd d ’Estaing. So the 
mood is sour and it is no 
wonder that Francois Mitter­ 
rand and various disgruntled 
ex-ministers, such as Michel 
Jobert, have made inflation 
their chief weapon when they 
accuse the government of sit­ 
ting on its hands and of not 
knowing where else it would 
put them jf it stopped. 


B R U S S E L S - (L E N S) - 
Half a million more people 
are out of work in the Com ­ 
mon Market this year than 
last, and most of them are 
Germans. But unemployment 
is not talked about much in 
the EEC . The Nine’s German- 
led chorus harps instead on 
inflation rates, ranging from 
m id-teen highs in Britain, 
Italy and Ireland to around a 
7 Der cent low in Germany. 
D r. P atrick Hillery, the 
E E C social affairs com m is­ 
sioner, has now tried to cor­ 
rect this. Seizing on a short 
question on unem ploym ent 
from A lfre d B e rtra n d , a 
Belgian member of the C hris­ 
tian Democrat group in the 
European parliament, he has 
p u b h sh e a a long an sw er 
d e t a i l i n g u n e m p l o y m e n t 
rates in the Nine. 
Jobless rates have risen 
everywhere in the E E C ex­ 
cept Italy, and, as Dr. Hillery 
said: “The prospects of recov­ 
ery in employment over the 
next six to twelve months are 
not good " 
A s it is the E E C unemploy­ 
ment figures would be worse 
if Germany, France, Belgium 
and Denm ark had not pulled 
the welcome mat from under 
their “guest worker." Hol­ 
land, too, is now becoming 
l e s s l i b e r a I t o w a r d s 
newcomers. The Dutch gov­ 
ernment is m aking it harder 
for settlers from the former 
Dutch colony of Surinam to 
enter Holland. These are 
classic beggar-thy-neighbor 
moves. 
P o r t u g a l , J u g o s l a v i a , 
Turkey and Spam each have 
about 500,000 of their people 
w o rk in g in the C om m on 
Market. They will not be able 
to find jobs for many of them 
if they return home. 
The com m ission’s latest 
economic forecasts for 1975, 
too, point to a further rise in 
unemployment in the E E C 
next year, although the com ­ 
mission is very shy about ad­ 
mitting that a greater num ­ 
ber ot Europeans will find 
themselves out of work. 
Yet at the recent W ashing­ 
ton meeting of the big five - 


the United States, Britain, 
France, Germ any and Japan 
— the British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Denis Healey, 
found himself alone in argu­ 
ing for reflation to cut the 
risk of a world recession. In ­ 
deed, the French finance 
minister, Jean-Pierre Four­ 
cade, is said to have rudely 
interjected that since the 
other finance ministers there 
had no votes in Healey’s con­ 
stituency of Leeds East, they 
should get on to talk about 
something else. 
This is bad for jobs when 
the International Monetary 
Fund has become gloomier 
than before and is now fore­ 
casting hardly any growth in 
industrialized countries in 
the last half of this year and 
the first half of next. 
N o ch a n g e of m ind in

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________ One demonstration Thieu many? 
South Vietnam asks why it is fighting

SAIGON - (LENS) - As 
President Thieu went on 
television recently to defend 
him se lf against his in ­ 
creasingly vocal critics, the 
criticism erupted into a 
variety of demonstrations 
Itoman Catholic priests and 
their supporters protested 
against corruption in high 
places; Buddhists, who have 
launched a new organization, 
called for the release of polit­ 
ical prisoners; newspaper­ 
men have been protesting 
against censorship 
Thieu declared himself un 
disturbed by “a few small 
demonstrations” but offered 
to resign if "the entire people 
and army no longer have 
confidence in me." It was not 
a very convincing offer. 
The Thieu regime has sur­ 
vived plenty of criticism in 
the past. The current broad 
front of dissent could, how­ 
ever, turn out to be more 
powerful than previous polit­ 
ical stirrings. 
For one thing, the mood of 
the country is gloomier than 
it has been for several years: 
there are high casualty rates 
from fighting that seems to 
have no end and the country’s 
economic problems are caus­ 
ing real suffering. 
For another, the Catholic 
assault comes from the right: 
the charge is that corruption 
is eroding South Vietnam's 
defenses against the commu­ 
nists by weakening the army 
and alienating the people 
from the government. It was 
tolerable, say the Catholics, 
when there were American 
troops and American dollars 
around, but now this is no 
longer so. 
The Catholic movement got 
off the ground in the summer 
when 301 priests, most of 
them em igres from North 
Vietnam with a reputation as 
anti-communist hardliners, 
signed a protest against cor­ 
ruption in high quarters. It 
developed into "tne popular 
movement against corrup­ 
tion and social evils” under 
the leadership of Father 
Tran Huu Thanh, provincial 
vicar of the Redemptorist 
Fathers in Vietnam. 
The movement gained real 
force last month when Father 
Thanh, addressing a public 
meeting in Hue, made six 
specific charges of corrup­ 
tion against the president 
and members of his family 
(Thieu denied these charges 
but did not refute them 
detail).

Police broke up the Hue 
meeting with tear gas and 
the next day Saigon newspa­ 
pers carried a picture of a 
slightly wounded Father 
Thanh being led away by two 
policemen He could not have 
asked for better publicity. 
The drive against press 
censorship is led by Chinh 
Loan, Saigon’s best newspa­ 
per and irreproachably anti­ 
com m unist. T h ie u dealt 
cautiously with this, allowing 
him self a wide loophole 
through which to continue to 
clamp down on the freedom 
of any newspaper that is not 
considered to be sincerely 
wanting "to contribute to the 
building of democracy." 


Earlie r there had been 
signs that the president 
seemed to suspect that an 
Am erican hand might be 
behind the press agitation, 
possibly with the aim of en 
couragmg that elusive "third 
force wmcn win r>e needed 
if there is to be a political set 
tlement 
This may be improbable, 
but it is indicative ot the gov 
ernm ent's uneasy state of 
mind. 
For the moment, the new 
Buddhist group seems to be 
little more than a rehash of 
the previous, and unsuc­ 
cessful, attempts at Buddhisi 
opposition 
Thieu, who just loves split- 


ting the opposition, may well 
be able to exploit the distrust 
between Buddhist monks and 
lay leaders, and the disagree­ 
ments between the monks 
themselves. 
But Hie Catholics, with 
their sharp accusations of 
corruption, and the Buddhists 
too m their inchoate fashion, 
represent a profound politi­ 
cal challenge. Their target is 
the disorder and the injustice 
in Vietnamese society. As life 
grows harder in South Viet­ 
nam, and as the war enters a 
new and bloody phase, they 
are asking a very pertinent 
question: just what is it that 
we Tare supposed to be fight­ 
ing for7

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“M s” magazine and a governor’s divorce 
In Maryland, the issue is women 


B A LT IM O R E - (LENS) - 
Election time in Maryland, 
the state often said to be the 
most corrupt in the country, 
usually brings a scandal or 
two to light and provides a 
number of surprises. This 
year neither the Senate seat 
that is bein^ contested nor 
the governor s mansion is ex 
pected to change hands, but 
the voters may confound the 
experts on Nov. 5. 
Sen. Charles Mathias is ex­ 
pected to win a second term 
of office even though he is a 
Republican in a state that is 
heavily Dem ocratic. The 
senator has spent the last six 
years treading the thin and 
perilous line of a liberal Re­ 
publican and frequently op­ 
posed the Nixon Administra­ 
tion. 
His challenger is the for­ 
midable Barbara Mikulski, 
an energetic Baltimore city 
c o u n c illo r and w o m e n ’s 
rights activist, and many 
voters are torn between 
them. 
Ms. Mikulski, who has been 
acclaimed for her work as 
chairm an of the national 


Democratic party’s commit­ 
tee on delegate selection, 
braved some criticism and 
enlisted the support of Gloria 
Steinem, the editor of “M s" 
magazine, to help in her cam­ 
paign. 


Ms. Mikulski is not attack 
ing the incumbent senator's 
liberal voting record but she 
is pointing out what she con­ 
siders to be the inconsisten­ 
cies in it - such as opposing 
the Vietnam war yet voting 
for large defense appropria­ 
tions - and pressing tier own 
proposals. For the nation 
these* include providing tax 
relief for the poor by closing 
tax loopholes elsewhere and 
for Marylanders overhauling 
Baltimore’s drainage system. 


But Mathias is widely sup­ 
ported He is one of the few 
Republican senators to have 
the endorsement of organized 
labor and in the primary on 
Sept. 10, he swamped his 
right-wing challenger, Ross 
Pierpoint. 
He was even given a warm 
welcome when he turned up 
in Ms. Mikulski’s home ter­ 


ritory in a Polish part of 
Baltimore last week 
How­ 
ever, he cannot assume that 
he has the race wrapped up 


Registered Democrats in 
Maryland outnumber Repub­ 
licans by three to one and 
Mathias won in 1968 only be­ 
cause the Democratic vote 
was split by a maverick poll 
tician, George Mahoney, who 
stood as an independent. 
Another incumbent who 
appears set for a second 
*le 
elected term in office is the 
Democratic governor, M ar­ 
vin Mandel. Mandel was once 
the speaker of the state’s 
house of delegates and took 
over the governorship when 
Spiro Agnew became vice 
president in 1969. 


But his challenger, the 
softspoken former state legis­ 
lator and staunch Repub­ 
lican, Louise Gore, has al­ 
ready proved that she is not 
to be underestimated. Her 
defeat of Representative 
Lawrence Hogan in the prim­ 
ary took most people by 
surprise. His campaign failed 
because he concentrated on 
attacking the incum bent 
governor instead of courting 
the Republican voters. 
A lth o u g h Ms. G ore is 
unlikely to be able to in­ 
crease her vote substantially 
in the general election, she is 
hoping that the expected low 
turnout at the polls next 
month and the natural con­ 
servatism of the Maryland 
voter. Democratic or Repub­ 
lican, will work in her favor. 
Louise Gore w ill also 
capitalize on Gov. Mandel’s 
Achilles’ heel. On Indepen­ 
dence Day weekend last year 
the governor caused a major 
stir when he announced he 
was leaving his wife of 32 
y e a rs for the d iv o rc e d 
Jeanne Dorsey. Many viewed 
the governor’s indiscretion 
w ith distaste; they were 
further upset when less than 
an hour after getting his 
divorce the governor m ar­ 
ried Mrs. Dorsey, who had 
meanwhile been converted 
from Roman Catholicism to 
Judaism. As a result Ms. Gore 
is expected to do well among 
women and Catholics.

Environmental showdown 


at Lake Tahoe 


New meaning for the ‘domino theory’ 
Wall Street, by any other name, still looks bad

T A H O E C IT Y , C alif 
- 
(N EA) — It is 7%m iles of pre­ 
cious shore line, reflected in 
the glim m ers of one of the 
bluest lakes in the world. 
Precious in the fragility of 
its environment, encroached 
upon by modern technology 
and the wastes it deposits. 
Precious as a natural attrac­ 
tion in the highest, pine-stud­ 
ded center of the Sierra 
Nevada range, magnetizing 
hordes of humans. 
And so there has been in 
the last decade a clamor to 
preserve threatened Lake 
Tahoe, an issue which trans­ 
cends the interests of the two 
sta te s, C a lif o r n ia an d 
Nevada, which share its am ­ 
bience, because there are na­ 
tional e n viro n m e n ta l im ­ 
plications. 
The Tahoe Basin, just like 
the Everglades of Florida or 
even the Grand Canyon of 
Arizona, is a rare commodity. 
Now on the south shore of 
the lake loom slabs of con­ 
crete and steel hotels rising 
above the feathered pines 
which sweep off the shore, 
and behind them are the visi­ 
ble Y-pronged scars of a ski 
area leaving an indelible tat­ 
too on the mountain. 
It took Richard Heikka’s 
wife one and a half hours on 
one summer morning to get 
t h r o u g h S t a t e lin e , the 
N evada border com m unity 
which caters to gam bling and 
a proliferation of high rise 
structures. 
“It’s a m iserable mess,” 
states Heikka, “those six 
blocks of Stateline." 
Heikka should be qualified 
to make that assessment. He’s 
the executive officer of the 
Tahoe Regional P lan n in g 
Agency (TEPA), a bi-state 
authority convened in 1970 to 
plot and guide and in some 
ways administer the future of 
the gre a te r L a k e Tahoe 
Basin. 
Already 45,000 automobiles 
a day stream down over Echo 
Sum m it from California and 
spill out of the Carson Valley 
in Nevada to inundate the 
southern end of the lake, 
where all the “action" is. 
“It’s the autos that plague 
us," says Heikka. “It takes 170 
square feet of asphalt just for 
that auto to park and 350 
more feet to back it out. The 
automobiles use up the en­ 
vironment of Tahoe." 
Heikka is full of bureau­ 
cratic facts and figures. The 
T ah oe basin, w hich now 
caters to 150,000 population, 
both transient and perm a­ 
nent, can achieve a popula­ 
tion level of 300,000 without 
destroying the quality of liv­ 
ing. (Of that, 50,000 will be 
year-round residents in the 
major communities of South 
Lake Tahoe, Tahoe City and 
Incline Village.) 
They will nest on only 15 
per cent of the basin “which 
is urbanized.” The T R P A has 
already put a tight line on ex­ 
panding out into the 85 per 
cent w hich is w ilderness. 
Tahoe topographically is a 
delicate jutting of erosive 
rock almost right out of the 
water and when the surface 
is exposed by m an’s work, 
powdery silt runs down into 
the lake and threatens to 
strangle it. 
Because other pollutants 
were building a dangerous 
amount of algae, sewage is 
now piped out over the sur­ 
rounding ranges away from 
the lake. 
“The battle to save the 
quality of the lake is a stand­ 
off,” says Chapm an W ent­ 
worth, a longtime journalist 
who has lived on the north 
shore for 12 years. “The 
sewage problem is solved. 
Erosion and siltation is what 
they face. Also occasional air 
pollution. 
“The danger is that Tahoe 
will be urbanized to a point 
where it won’t be a pleasant 
place to be. South Lake 
Tahoe is beyond saving. M y 
solution, unpave the roads." 
. The thought isn’t entirely 
facetious. 
The most recent clash of 
environmentalists versus de­ 
velopers involves the pro­ 
posed construction of two 
more high-rise casino hotels 
on the Nevada side in the 
Stateline area. One would in­ 
volve 560 rooms, the other 
960. They received the ap­ 
proval of the T R P A because 
of a ridiculous method of 
dual majority vote — the 
a g e n c y h as a fiv e -m a n 
California board and a five- 
man Nevada board and both 
must agree to stop any devel­ 
opment. So although the total 
vote against the hotels was 
7-3 (C a lifo rn ia 's five men 
unanim ously against), the 
N e v a d a m ajority for the 
project ruled. 
T he state of California 
promptly instituted legal ac­ 
tion to stop construction. 
Heikka, who strenuously op­ 
posed the hotels himself, is in 
the strange position of being 
a defendant against Califor­ 
nia’s suit. He points out the 


two hotels plus the antici­ 


pated enlargement of anoth­ 
er will add 7,(KM) permanent 
employes to the basin 
“where the hell you gonna 
>ut ’em ?" he asks. I wouldn’t

“They can tell you what per 
cent of their money the jm *o - 
ple will leave when you get 
them through the doors," says 
Heikka, “ — but not how to 
get them through the doors."

South Lake 
Ta hot», a sleepy village a 
dozen years ago now bustling 
with growth, has removed 
billboards and put utilities 
underground to clean up the 
Coney Island look.

Joey 
Gallo. We used to bust heads

He said that his 43 hits have 
all been contracts and that he 
does no jobs for individuals 
or for personal spite.

Not even Moses’ $3 million 
Wealth doesn't 
awe Mary Malone 


MARY MALONE: * I ’ m 
just like other folks, alw ays 
have been. No better, no 
w’orseJ^_________________

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
For Mary Malone, it w as a 
moment of deeply m ixed 
emotions when her son Moses 
signed that pro basketball 
contract for an estim ated $3 
million and became the first 
player to skip college and go 
directly from high school ball 
to the pros. 
It was a moment of relief 
since their four-room ap art­ 
ment in that wobbly-looking 
w o o d e n 
b u i l d i n g 
in 
Petersburg, Va., would no 
longer be under siege from 
th e 3 0 0 p l u s c o l l e g e 
recruiters and at least two 
pro team smoothies. 
It was also a moment of 
unarticulated anxiety since 
Moses is only 19, hadn’t been 
away from home much, and 
would now be e n t e r i n g 
w orlds unknown to both. 
Also, she and Moses, her only 
child, had lived alone togeth­ 
er for the last 17 years, since 
her husband left home. 
Mrs. Malone is a woman of 
un rem arkable size, but of 
so I i d - c h e c k b o n e d , un ­ 
astonished dem eanor. She 
is a black woman of the South 
who h as seen incredible 
changes in this country, start­ 
ing from the year before 
Moses w as born, when the 
Supreme Court passed the 


Brown vs. Board of E du ca­ 
tion ru l i ng d i s a l l o w i n g 
segregation in the schools 
and opening doors to integra­ 
tion in all areas of life. 
And nothing at her Morn­ 
ing S ta r Baptist Church, 
which she attends regularly, 
prepared her or Moses for 
t hese 300 men b r i n g i n g 
everything from myrrh to in­ 
cense to; most of all, gold. 
You make a better basket­ 
ball player, however, and the 
world beats a path to your 
door. 
At one point, Moses had to 
devise signals with friends, in 
order to answer his door at 
all: knock four times, pause, 
knock twice, pause and knock 
three more times. 
Once, a friend screwed up 
the signals, but finally got in 
through the window, only to 
find the 6-11 Moses hiding 
under his bed. 
After the New York press 
conference at which Moses 
announced he had signed 
with the Utah Stars o f the 
American Basketball Associ­ 
ation, Mary Malone, wearing 
demure white earrings and a 
red carnation in her green 
dress, talked quietly about 
Moses and their life and their 
future. 
“I told Moses,” she said, 
“ that if he’s happy, I'm hap­ 
py. It’s his life. He has to do 
with it what he wants." 
For years she did odd jobs 
at a home for e l d e r l y , 
wealthy women, earning a 
maximum of $59 a week. 
“I alw ays saw to it that 
Moses had food on the table 
and a shoe on his foot." she 
said. “We never had much 
savings, never more than $25 
in the bank — and that was in 


case he got sick and I’d have 
enough to get him to the doc­ 
tor.” 
Today, she works in the 
local Safew ay superm arket, 
where she wraps and stam ps 
meat, for a salary of $135 a 
week. 
Moses' first job cam e this 
sum m er when he worked 
construction. B efo re this, 
Mrs. M alone had help in 
bringing him up only from 
two brothers who were sta ­ 
tioned in the Army nearby. 
Sometimes, when money ran 
low, they’d bring her food. 
She w as asked how it felt 
now to be the mother of a mil­ 
lionaire. 
“ I just feel good to be a 
mother," she said. 
She says that she does not 
see great changes in her life; 
she will remain at her job for 
the time being and she does 
not feel she has become any 
kind of celebrity. (“ I’m just 
like other folks, alw ays have 
been. No better, no worse ”) 
It is rumored that Moses 
will buy her a house. But she 
would not confirm that. 
She seem s not to be a 
domineering mother. She let 
Moses m ake his own deci­ 
sions, with the help of Wash­ 
ington, D.C. lawyer-advisers, 
D o n a l d 
D e l l a n d 
L e e 
Fentress, who handle several 
other a th le te s, including 
Arthur Ashe (the black tennis 
star who grew up in nearby 
Richmond, Va.). 
Blacks in her day in the 
South rarely got a chance to 
enter college. It was a thrill­ 
ing prospect for her to have 
Moses so wooed, but blacks in 
her day rarely had a million 
dollars either. So either way 
it seemed that life would be 
sweeter for her and her son 
than she ever might have 
allowed herself to hope or 
dream. 
Yet she is not unaware of 
the possible corruptions that 
wealth could work on the 
soul. 
When asked if her recent 
prayers have been answered, 
she thought for a moment, 
and then said without sm il­ 
ing, “ I think so.”

says. “We make money both 
ways.” 
As for movies, mob money 
is now responsible for many 
independent films. Joey says 
the day of muscling into a 
business is over because it no 
longer is needed. Now the 
mob sits back and waits for 
people to come to them. 
“ We’re into shows, movies, 
records, TV,” Joey says. “Any 
independent producer who 
needs money comes to us and 
we’re in business together. 
We re not s a i n t s , we re 
hardheaded businessmen.” 
He says there are quite a 
few TV shows currently on 
the a ir that a r e mob-fi­ 
nanced. And a great many 


movies. “ You’d be amazed,” 
he says, with a wink, “ at some 
of the people who’ve come to 
us for money.” 
But they turn many propo­ 
sitions down. Joey says the 
mob is very careful about 
where they will invest and 
that is particularly true in 
show business. 
“ With m ovies,” he says, 
“ we go into things we know 
the public w ants — sex, 
crime, spy stuff. Kemember 
that it w as Jo e Adonis who 
p i o n e e r e d those I t a l i an 
spaghetti-W esterns.” 
There is the possibility that 
his own book, “ Killer,’ may 
become a movie. He says it 
has been bought but the com­ 
pany that bought it hasn’t 
done anything with it yet. It 
could be a winner because it 
h as plenty of action and 
violence - and it’s all true. 
Some further quotes from 
Jo e y about his bu sin ess: 
"There’s still plenty of call 
for my services. There’s al­ 
ways somebody wanting to 
settle a score, somebody get­ 
ting too big or too old. 
“ It was $5,000 a hit when I 
started. Now it’s $20,000 and 
sometimes I ask more. And 
there’s an unwritten law that 
the person who hires me, if I 
et nailed, has to support my 
amily while I’m away.
